Fish Brook 
Bids Low 


Andover’s Fish Brook water 
project is going to cost the town 
a maximum of $750,000 instead of 
the $1 million budgeted. 

This is the prediction of Town 
Manager Richard Bowen now that 
he has in pocket low bids for both 
the transmission lines andthe dam 
and pumping station that are well 
under Camp, Dresser & McKee 
estimates, 

Bids for the dam and pumping 
station were opened Tuesday, 
Pioneer Site & Utility Co, of East 
Providence made the low-bid offer 
of $298,784, promising completion 
of the job in 180 days, 

This figure is more than $60,000 
less than the pre=bid estimate of 
$370,000, 

With the low bid for the trans= 
mission lines in at $270,000 
($50,000 under the budget figures), 
the manager is looking for anover= 
all project cost of less then a 
three-quarters of a million, Added 
to the actual construction costs 
will be fees to cover engineering 
surveys for the acquisition of 
rights of way and the usual con= 
struction job engineering fees, 

A Camp, Dresser & McKee 
spokesman said after the bid 
opening Tuesday that he was 
“‘amazed’* not only at the low dollar 
value of the bids but at the number 
of days some contractors were 
willing to accept as a time limit, 

As an explanation, he offered 
the opinion that the town had put 
its specs out for bid at a strategic 
time, when contractors are eager 
for work to keep crews busy 
through the winter months, He 
pointed out that there was con= 
siderable competition in the 
bidding and that he felt this was

Of Buffer 


The Federal Government's 
General Services Administration 
refused last week to work around 
a clump of trees at the IRS building 
site on Lowell St., but promised 
that landscaping for the completed 
project would include buffer 
plantings, 

A few Lovejoy Road residents 
met with Paul Lazzaro, New Eng- 
land regional director for GSA, 
to complain when they saw bull- 
dozers begin to fell trees between 
their homes and the location of 


the future Northeast Internal 
Revenue Center, 
Development work in that 


specific area was halted for 24 
hours while Lazzaro listened to 
the homeowners and considered 
not only their tree request but 
others for a 50 rather than a 25 ft, 
buffer between private land and a 
portion of the IRS parking lot, and 
for relocation of the planned 
foundation away from the settled 
area and closer to Rt, 93, 

Refusing the requests, Lazzaro 
said he is convinced that residents 
in the area will be satisfied with 
GSA landscaping plans when they 
are fully informed about them, He 
promised a meeting later this 
month for this purpose, 

Lazzaro told the TOWNSMAN 
this week that the trees Lovejoy 
residents wanted to save were 
located quite a distance from their 
lot lines and were not spread in 
such a way as to be a visual buffer 
for more than a few of the houses 
that back up to the IRS lot, 

Leaving them, he said, would 
have meant site development 
changes, In addition, the stand of 
trees would have been out of 
balance with the extensive land= 
scaping planned, he said, 

Lazzaro explained that trees 
and grassy islands will be used 
to break up black top parking 
areas and that buffer plantings of 
trees etc, are part of plans for 
the overall setting,

By Tuesday night the size of the 
paper has been determined, It takes 
X number of pages of advertising 
to pay the tariff for X number of 
pages of news, so it is the volume 
of advertising that determines how 
big the paper turns out. We throw 
in this word of explanation for the 
many who cannot understand why 
we just don’t add an extra page or 
two if we have more news than 
space to print it, 

The TOWNSMAN staff works 
late Tuesday night laying ads into 
position, Early Wednesday 
morning the editor moves into the 
production arena to decide where 
and how to distribute the news of 
the week and by about 9 a.m, final 
pages are being readied for the 
printer, 

There is late news and late copy 
right up to presstime and, not in= 
frequently, last minute Switches 
in what makes the paper and what 
gets pushed aside because of space 
limitations,

With this issue the ANDOVER TOWNSMAN begins its 
79th year of publication. 

It is an anniversary that falls between the beginning of 
the second year of this editor’s association with the paper 
and the Oct. 10 opening of National Newspaper Week. 

The three events provide sufficient excuse for the ex- 
pression of some attitudes about the responsibilities of the 
American newspaper and of the men and women who work 
in this segment of the communications industry. 

It is a public service business and the dedicated people 
in journalism regard themselves as public servants. It is 
the intensity of this attitude that sets the most responsible 
editors and newsmen apart from the least responsible. It 
is this view of our profession as a trust that motivates 
newsmen to probe for the truth and struggle toward the 
ultimate in objectivity. 

The editor has more ground to cover. He (or as in the 
case of the TOWNSMAN, She) must formulate some 
opinions, he must propose courses of action, suggest al- 
ternatives — he must stimulate thinking or he serves no 
real function. 

He doesn’t always have to be right, but he does have 
to be honest. 

It is with this view of our responsibilities that we re- 
port the news and edit the TOWNSMAN. 


Split Opinion 


It may seem a contradiction to blast the adults who 
would have Chief Henry Hilton close one eye to the 
illegality of the plan of three Andover boys to fire off a 
homemade rocket and in the same breath encourage the 
creative, venturesome lads who dreamed up the project. 

To us the viewpoints are compatible. How can we con- 
done the attitude of those who feel the law should treat 
youngsters who play with fireworks and boys who experi- 
ment with explosives differently even though the same 
potential for personal injury and property damage exists? 
In the broad Sense, to agree with this point of view is to 
deny the basic principle that all men are equal before the 
law. We must support the Chief, 

At the same time, we boast our admiration for Andover’s 
juvenile rocketeers and their persistence as well as their 
scientific acumen. 

In all the Commonwealth there must be a safe place and 
a safe way for them to test their Space theories. The les- 
sons the boys learn enroute to a legal solution can only 
increase their understanding of how complex it has become 
to safeguard both the freedoms of the individual and the 
public good in a conjested world, 

Meanwhile, we hope that whatever inspires Messrs. 
Potter, Townsend and Stott is infectious. It is a ray of 
hope for a Beatle invested land, 


Tragic Documentation 


Tragic documentation for the financial necessity of the 
steep automobile insurance policy rates charged in this 
state for drivers under the age of 25 can be found in 
police reports on fatal weekend accidents. 

Automobile crashes in the Greater Lawrence area Satur- 
day aud Sunday, one of them on Haverhill Street in An- 
dover, blotted out the future for three men and one woman. 
They were 20, 22 and 23 years of age. The young woman 
was the victim in a high speed accident involving a 19- 
year-old driver, 

Young people are habitually more reckless with their 
lives. The future seems a certainty, And in these un- 
natural times, if the social psychologists have sized 
things up accurately, those who do not feel the normal 
impulses to live. as though life were unending choose to 
express their uncertainty about the future by living as 
though there were no tomorrow, 

Whatever the reason — attitudes about the here and 
hereafter, irresponsibility, too much power in in- 
experienced hands — we have a highway safety problem 
prosperity is compounding. In these affluent times high 
insurance rates do not keep any substantial number of 
young drivers off the roads, nor should we expect them to. 

The solution lies elsewhere. Maybe we need to require 
public or private driver education training as a requisite 
for a license, Maybe we need to make driver examinations 
tougher, And at the other end of the accident spectrum, 
maybe we need to see that our oldsters do not stay on the 
road once they are physically incapable of making and 


reacting to quick judgments, 
Statistically, in terms of the numbers of driver hours 
logged, we maintain a fantastically good highwa accident 
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record, But to accept this is tantamount to regarding a 
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calculated number of human lives as expendable. 

If there are to be answers, they must come from the 
experts who have and are giving concentrated study to the 
problems of a nation on wheels. 

We can only hope that auto manufacturers, highway 
Construction and traffic safety experts can come to a 
meeting of the minds that will produce a more effective 


formula for highway survival

It is precisely because of this that 
drugs should be taken only under 
the supervision of a physician, 

Some drugs of themselves are 
far more risky thanothers, Among 
them are the narcotic drugs that 
have almost instantaneous effect 
on the nervous system, Once you 
become addicted to using them, 
it is very difficult to break the 
habit, The ‘‘kick’® or relief that 
the addict gets lessens consider= 
ably as his body becomes accus- 
tomed to the drug, Unfortunately 
he usually ends up taking stronger 
doses or worse, turns’ to more 
powerful narcotics to satisfy his 
body, 

Barbiturates, tranquilizers, 
amphetamines and hallucinogenic 
drugs not only are addictive but 
hazardous to the user because 
they result in hallucinations and 
impairment of judgment, among 
other things, 

The Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health warns that self= 
medication as far as drugs are 
concerned is most unwise, Of 
course, it is possible to gain 
temporary relief from drugs, but 
the constant self-prescriber is 
playing with fire, While he often 
wastes time thinking he’s im-= 
proving, his disorder actually can 
be worsening, 

The one and only safe rule to 
follow when dealing with drugs 
or any medicine for that gnatter, 
is to take no medication without a 
physician’s advice, Once he has 
prescribed, follow carefully his 
directions, which include specific 
dosage, time schedule and any 
special instructions that may be 
vital to your safety, 

The next time you're inclined
